It is said of Judge Clifford, of »o 


supreme beneb, Who has just died at 
tbe age of seventy-nine, that he wonli 
have resigned years ago and availed 
himself of tbe benefits of the law pen- 
sioning retired supreme judges but for 
the faot that he wanted to see his place 
supplied by a Democrat. lie was one 
of the old Jaok'sonian officeholders, of 
whom few die and none resign, 
lie 


was appointed in 1857, and might have 
retired on a pension thirteen yean ago. 
Debility came, but the old judge only 
closed his teeth the tighter and held 
on. Old age and tottering limbs came, 
but he stood firm. Paralysis struck him, 
bat it cooki not tear the ermine from 
hit shoulders. Finally, gangrentt hit 
him, to which almost any man would 
have surrendered, but It never affected 
his robe of office. 
They even amputa- 


ted one of his feet, and had lie lived 
long enough would have gradually cut 
him down to half his original bulk. It 
mattered not ti> him. He was deter- 
mined that what was left of him should 
live s supreme judge. Aod so he died 
having been for a long time entirely 
unfit to discharge the duties of his high 
and responsible office, illustrating in his 
life the deathless thirst for place. The 
Supreme court for years has been 
behind its business, and this poor oK 
wreck has stood in tbe way of publi 
business, even when he might have re- 
tired on a pension for life. 


His history suggests the necessity of 


amending the law. A man incapable 
of attending to the duties of his place 
should not be capable of holding it in 
defiance of public interest. 
Further- 


more the appointments for life in any 
branch of the service has not been 
proven by our history. 
No man should 


be so far removed from the people and 
accountability as judges holding office
